But Japanese 
policy is the crux of the naval holiday question. 
We are confident that Great Britain would wel- 
come a naval holiday. The race with Germany 
is over and Great Britain at this moment is in un- 
disputed cormmand of the seas. A naval holiday 
would confirm this command. Therefore Great 
Britain would find herself relieved of expenditure 
she cannot afford and without sacrifice of her vital 
interest. | 

But Great Britain cannot have a naval! holiday 
by agreement solely with us. If Japan refuses to’ 
stop building, we will not stop building.

We suspect that the Bethlehem Steel corporation 
plan for refusing steel to contractors and builders

a serious period, and abuse of power, of which the 
Bethlehem plan is a flagrant example, is about the 
worst thing that could happen. 

The open shop is theoretically defended on the 
high grounds of individual liberty. But what be- 
comes of such a defense if a great corporation im- 
poses its will upon its customers to compel them to 
change their labor policy and organization? Con- 
nivance may exist, but that does not clear the sit- 
uation from the viewpoint of principle. 

What most concerns the country, however, is not 
a theory, whether sophistically or sincerely urged, 
but the general attitude and policy of employers 
toward the organization of labor, If employers 
propose to take advantage of business depression 
and labor surplus to destroy labor organization 
they will give to radicalism an impetus which it has 
now lost in this country. The notion that in an 
age of combination the employé will not combine, 
that capital can get back to the unrestricted liberty 
of a past generation,‘is grotesque. It cannot be 
accomplished, and it ought not to be. 

There is no blinking the abuses of organized 
labor. Like every other force in our competitive 
system, labor combination needs checks and bal- 
ances. Graft, extortion, violence, policies of unfair 
restriction which are an economic waste must be 
combated, just as the evils of democratic policies 
have to be combated. But autocracy recently ram-

For Filipino Freedom. 

London, Dec. 18.—The House of Lords to-day 
passed unanimous resolutions to be forwarded to 
the President of the United States, condemning 
the autocratic attitude and unspeakable atrocities 
committed upon helpless Filipinos by the govert- 
ment’s hired slaughterers, the Philippine police.

In old age these 
low cells overgrow and kill out the higher 
cells, The process of senility is one 
of return of the body to a low level,

prolonged, a condition not possible with 
the rapid burning pace of younger years. 

The thyroid gland is a ductless gland 
with many functions, one of which is 
to restrain the development of the con- 
nective tissue which overgrows and kills 
out other cells.’ When the thyroid ages 
these cells overdevelop and presently 
age other organs. Since all the duct- 
less glands are hooked up in one com- 
bination, it would be well to have a 
word or two as to each.

FOR SQUAB RAISERS. 
oi successiuil squab- 
raising plants always find plenty 
M to do in winter taking care of 

their breeding pigeous, seeing 
they are properly mated, culled, 
housed, and fed. If large plump 
squabs are to be produced next 
spring the breeding pigeons must be 
kept in a good thrifty condition or 
the percentage of hatch will be low. 
The problem of growing a large strain 
of squabs depends on the kind of pi- 
geons you select to keep in the breed- 
ing pens. By culling out the small, 
weak birds, with undesirable color of 
skin and other such points and dis- 
posing of the discarded ones the feed 
bill will be greatly reduced. 

The birds should be looked after 
closely during the mating season. Odd 
or unmated males must always be 
removed from the breeding pens. Pi- 
geons are usually mated at the age of 
five or six months, and in some cases 
they are not mated until they are 
eight or nine months old. 

With the increasing demand for 
big plump squabs many of the squab- 
raising plant owners hate been labor- 
ing to get larger pigeons.

other than the final flavoring in mak- 


ing hard sauce is to cream together 


butter and sugar—twice as much sugar 
as butter. If we consult old books 
which contain many recipes for pud- 
ding sauces we will see that more 
than half of these begin by creaming 
together’ butter and sugar in these 
proportions. That was the way wihe 
sauce was made, hot wine being added 
to the butter and sugar. 

‘Of course; wine was also ‘used in 


| many sorts of sauces besides, like that 


called nutmeg sauce, which is started 
with the butter and sugar creamed to- 
gether, to which is added ‘boiling wa- 
ter, thickened commonly with corn 
starch and flavored with nutmez—one- 
half cup butter or less will do, one 


cup sugar—corn syrup will do—one 


tablespoon of corn starch diluted with 
cold water, one cup boiling water, nut- 
meg to taste. 

Cream, egg mixtures, lemon juice, 
or other: fruit juices may be used for 
the wetting. Perhaps the paradoxical 
hot hard sauce is just the nutmeg 
sauce.
